| EXPORT WHEAT 


Thatcher is now Canada’s lead- 
| ing export wheat. Official samples 
|taken from cargoes leaving Fort 
| William last autumn showed that 
75 to 80 per cent were of the That- 
cher variety. One-third of the wheat 
cargoes leaving Vancouver were 
Thatcher wheat. 

Twelve years ago Marquis was 
the leading variety of wheat export- 
ed from Canada but it has been 
gradually declining in volume. 
Thatcher wheat was introduced in 
to the west in 1938 and is now the 
leading wheat variety in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. Red Bobs is the 
predominant wheat grown in Al- 
berta, but is gradually being over- 
| taken by Thatcher. 

' Regent, another rust resistant 
wheat, has been increasing in popu- 
larity and comprises over 17 per 
cent of the export cargoes.

SEED SUPPLIES 


Alberta farmers are warned b: 
the Field Crops Branch to make 
sure of seed grain requirements for 
spring and feed grain requirements 
for the next year. 

Those who have not yet threshed 
their crops may consider this warn- 
ing untimely, but the fact is that 
no one can afford to delay this mat- 
ter longer than he must. Frost, 
drought and hail have left some 
districts without a crop. Others will 
have insufficient feed, or crops that 
are unsatisfactory for seed. This 
means that there will be a heavy de- 
mand within the province for both 
seed and feed. 

The demand outside the province 
is also heavy. Large quantities of 
grain for seed and feed are shipped 
to Eastern Canada each year. The 
demand will be greater than usual 
this year as a result of an unfav- 
ourable season in the east. This de- 
mand will not wait until spring. 

If in past years you have been 
able to fill your requirements as 
they arose you should recognize 
that such a procedure may prove 
disappointing this year. Make ar- 
rangements now. If there is feed 
and seed within trucking distance, 
make sure of your supplies before

Nothing worthwhile is accom. 
plished without effort, which means 
in many cases, tension of mind as 
well as of body. Young people re- 
turning to schools and colleges at 
this time of year are reminded of
